tion and all this time the republicans 
were in power and had the money all 
centralized in Wall street— plenty of 
it— but they would only give the peo­ 
ple a little of it th ro u g h the local 
banks of the country at a high rate 
of interest— like doctors’ medicine, 
and in broken doses at that.
